Senate 
been as rc'^ponsive to pubiit- clamor as the 
House was, there would l>e today ou the stat- 
ute books a law which would make it within 
the jiower of the C\tmmission to render prac- 
ticallv a uullitv the benefits trrowini' out (»f 
Jim Crow car laws. Tliere wa< not a mendier 
of the House from the entire South who voted 
against the bill, notwithstanding the dangerous 
clause was in it. 

In Section 1 of the Ksch-Townsend Bill 
there occurs the following language — 

"Be it enftcted, That whenever any complaint i« made 

i f any e.xistins; rppulrttion or practiiT whiUsoever affecting 
the trAD«portation o( pcreoiu or property, the Commission 
shall have the power, and it shall be its duty, to derl'are 
and oriier what shall he a iu#t and rci-ionahle practii*' ipr 
regulation, to be (ollowed in the future ia the place of 
that found to be unreasonable or discriminatory." 

It will be seen by this that it would have 
been within the power of the Commission to 
declare the Jim Crow car laws unjustly dis- 
criminatory. 

When the Esch-Townsend Bill is analyzed, 
it has other provisions almost as faulty, and 
that it did not become a law wa* due only to 
th' -<'V\ ;iM-i:i of the Senate. It wa< the do- 
sigii "1 ;ii>' in;ik<'r^ of the ( 'on>tiTutioii that the' 
Senate >hould not Ite elected b\ the people di- 
rect, so as to keep them from being .subject to 
public clamor, and it was the fact that they 
were a conservative body that the Esch-Town- 
send Hill did not pass. The President wanted 
it to go through, and the House did what it 
could !o ■■•c'- it riii'ou<:li.
